He Intended making a more 
extensive tour of the country but at 
that time troops were being transport- 
ed tc the east' In large numbers and the 
railroads were crowded. 


In speaking of the Russian soldiers 


.he saw, Judge Johns said: 


"The Russian soldiers 
are 
large, 


strong men and are very hardy and can 
erjdure much hardship. 
Their life Is 


such that they become accustomed to 
ravages of climate and do not require 
much care. 
They are as I observed 


them, apparently a very patriotic set 
of men and are .Intensely 
religious. 


They have the Idea of glory of death In 
war the same an the Japanese and 
Chinese and 
everything considered, 


they are splendid soldiers. 
The upper class of the Russian peo- 


ple . are as finely educated and as 
cultured people as can be found any 
place In the world, but the lower class 
are very Ignorant. 
Nine out of ten 


oC the laborers and 
servants cannot 
read or write. 


"The resources of Russia are very 


great. 
When the 
exhibit of 
that 


country was made at the Paris exposi- 
tion people were greatly surprised to 
learn of the many resources Russia has. 
The empire produces everything that 
is needed and the country has all kinds 
of climates from the tropical to 
the 


artlc. 
I think that in time the Rus- 
sians cannot help but overcome Japan. 
The lattter country may entirely de- 
si roy the Russian navy, but eventually 
tho sheer might of Russia will crush 
out Japan. 
There Is almost no limit 


on the army that Russia can bring 
together. Every man, whether of high 
or low station must serve in 
the 
army eight years. 
Every year 276.- 


000 men are discharged and that many 
more are enlisted in the army. 
Those 
who are discharged after the eight 
years' service can be called to arms 
again so It will be seen that the coun- 
try has at command an 
enormous 


number of trained soldiers. 
Another 


advantage Russia has Is that It does 
not cost her much to carry on war. 
Her soldiers receive per month only 
what Is equal to 65 cents In our money 
and subsistence and they live on bean 
soup. 
The cost of paying and feeding 


soldiers Is not one-tenth as great In 
Russia as It would be In this country 
during war time, so at the same ex- 
pense Russia can keep up a war long- 
er than most countries. 
Her .finan- 


cial resources are great also. 


Of course war 
materla's 
which 
must be bought cost Russia the same 
as any other country, but a great deal 
can be made In the country Itself. The 
cost of building ships and of carrying 
other Industries Is much less because 
of the cheap labor, 


"I saw probably twenty-five or thirty 


of the Ruslim war ships and they ap- 
peared to be fine vessels. 
Russia of 


course wants open sea and that Is 
what she Is fighting for. 
Peter the 
Great extended the territory to. the 
Baltic, but now the country still has 
no open sea like France. England or 
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Japan. 
A victory in the east would 
give the country this advantage. 
• "I do not think the Japanese could 
ever defeat Russia. 
The Japs may 


wipe out the Russian navy and a hard 
whipping may give them a. favorable 
settlement, but I do not think It is pos- 
sible for the Russians to be absolutely 
defeated." 


OFFICIAL CORRUPTION. 


Said to Fairly. Reek .in Bureaus of 


The Russian Government. 
Immediately after the destruction 


of Admiral Cevera's fleet of Santiago, 
the newspapers began to tell that the 
principal trouble with the navy of 
Spain was that graft permeated the 
whole system of the Spanish govern- 
ment and that the men who were sup- 
posed to protect the Interest of the 
government \vould, for a cash consld-. 
eratlon, close their eyes on almost 
anything dishonest In the matter of 
army and naval contracts, 


The same thing is now said to be 


true oC the Russian navy and. in fact 
of the Russian army and the con- 
struction of the Trans-Siberian rail- 
way upon which the Russians must 
rely so much In their present struggle. 
The prophecy is made In all of the 
centers of information according to the 


printed reports, that the war will ex- 
pose the secrets which were apparent- 
ly safely hidden so long as there were 
no actual hostilities. 


Commenting bn these reports, W. S. 


Ennls of this city relates that when 
he was in Japan four years ago, these 
reports were generally current in the 
orient af that time. 


When he was at Nagasaka, the great 
port of southern 
Japan there was 


pointed out to him on the docks enor- 
mous piles of coal. In that city it was 
a notorious joke that that pile Of coal 
had been sold to the Russian govern- 
ment three separate times and had nev- 
er been delivered or at least had nev- 
er been hauled away.

Mr. Ennls was Impresse'd with the fact 
that the Japanese are a sturdy race 
and that they are patriotic to a degree 
that is seldom if ever surpassed. 


If all of these stories of graft and of- 


ficial corruption in the Russian army 
and navy bureaus are true, it may be 
expected to have an important bear- 
ing on the final outcome' of the strug- 
gle and will give to the Japanese 
the advantage that will go far toward 
putting them on even terms with their 
antagonists. 


Venerable Dr. Kynen 


Many Years in Practice 


At the recent banq.net of the Decatur 


Medical Society Dr. David T. Kyner of 
Blue Mound divided honors with Dr. W. 
J. Chenoweth and Ira N. Barnes as one 
of the oldest practicing physicians In 
this section of the state. Although he 
is not so well known in the city.1 He 
has a wide acquaintance In the south- 
ern portion of the county and in the 
adjoining counties where he has prac- 
ticed for many years and though suf- 
fering from a physical disability he is 
•till in active practice. 
He was born August S, 1833, about 


ten miles from Chambersburg, Penn- 
sylvania. 
His boyhood days were 
spent on the farm, and many days 
while plowing he would study Latin 
nnd Greek and ut the age of eighteen

he had mastered shorthand. In 1848 he 
determined to teach school and went 
to the outskirts of the town to wh 
the superintendent 
lived, and having 
aroused him from his nap, stated his 
mission, and In about fifteen minutes 
obtained his certificate. He procured a 
school ut a salary of J16 a month and 
board. He taught reading, writing and 
arithmetic. 


In 1851 he resolved to seek his for- 


tune out west, and came to St. Louis, 
a city then of 35,000 inhabitants. 
Henry Shaw, who gave St. Louis that 


beautiful garden, was at that time,1 
tending u, small patch of ground near 
the city and raising vegetables and 
flowers. What is now the World's Fair 
grounds was then a woodland. 


The dbctor came to his uncle's, I>r. 


Shields, near Springfield, where 'he 
made his home and studied medicine. 
Jn 1854 h,e attended Rush Medical Col- 
lege in Chicago, but the smail-pox 
broke out and he contracted varlolold. 


which necessitated 
his 
return to 


Springfield. He returned to college the 
next year and received his diploma in 
1856. 


After leaving school he located at 


Mt. Auburn, He remained there until 
1866 when .he moved to Macon, where 
he erected In 1872 the beautiful man- 
sion now known as the Eastern Star 
Home. One has but to visit that place 
to see how artistically.the doctor had 
transformed a cornfield into a beautiful 
dwelling place. In 1896 he moved to Mt. 
Auburn, but left that to^ra two years 
later and located in Blue Mound, his 
presentpresent residence. 


Politically the doctor is a staunch 


republican, and In the 60's his life 
was often in danger because of his 
stand. 
At one . time his opponents 


dubbod him the "abolition spy," and 
threatened to shoot him, In fact, sev- 
eral shots were exchanged but the 
doctor stood his ground. His first vote 
was cast for Fremont. 
His power of endurance Is wionder- 


ful. rn 1877- while driving near Boody 
his horses ran away and threw him out 
with such force against a fence that 
his limb was broken, the bone protrud- 
ing- through the flesh. He got his med- 
icine qase and chloroformed himself to 
relieve the pain. The limb was ampu- 
tated but to the casual observer the 
doctor .appears to be perfectly sound. 
He has an excellent memory, and 
takes much delight In quoting pas- 
sages from the -works of Scott. 


The doctor hag been married twice, 
his first wife was Miss Jennie Hep- 
ner, of Indiana. To this union were 
born five children, one of whom died 
In Infancy, the other four, -Dr. A. D. 
Kyner, of Moweaqua, Mrs. Mbry Vin- 
cent of California, Mrs. Eva Wlndmul- 
ler and Mrs. Anna Buck of St. Louts, 
are still living. He has eight grandchil- 
dren. His wife died in 1890. In 1896 
he married Miss Ida Evans of Penn- 
sylvania. 


As a doctor he has been quite suc- 


cessful. In twenty years he has nev- 
er lost a case of diphtheria, and many 
persons are alive and happy today 
whose bones might be molderlng In 
the grave but for "Doc."

OVERALLS TO GO UP. 


Decatur workmen 
who expect to 


wear out}many pairs of overalls might 
save money by laying in a supply of 
the same now as the price of that 
particular style of clothing is bound 
to go up. 
- 
The marked' advance In raw cotton 
has caused an Increase in price.'Word 
from the east is to the effect that over- 
alls have taken two jumps in price 
within the past month. 
An eastern 


manufacturer is quoted as follows: 
"Prices have been advanced three or 


four times In a year and some manu- 
facturers have made two advances in 
a month. 
A year ago -we sold the 


standard first class overall, 2.40 yards 
to the pound, double and twist, at $7.40 
a dozen. This price was made with raw 
cotton at 9 cent* a pound, and now the 
price is up to 15 cents. Most manu- 
facturers are now asking,18.50 to $9.50 
a dozen, but In proportion to the In- 
crease in cost the price should be 
»10 to $12. 
• : • • . . 
"Denim, out of which we make the 


overalls, Is 25 per cent lower than It 
should be at the present price of spot 
cotton. The denim for which we pay 
now 10 to 121 cents _» yard would cost 
us 12 to 16 cents if it went up In pre»- 
portlpn to the advance In the raw ma- 
terial. 
The denim manufacturers are 


getting less- money than they should 
receive, and we are making overalls at 
10 to 25 per cent less than we need in 
order to even up the additional cost of 
our material. 
"If the standard mechanic's apron 


overall were advanced In proportion to 
t'h<j Increased cost the price would be 
$1.25 higher than a year ago, or $10 per 
dozen. The retailer. 
expects to sell 


these garments at 75 cents each." 
The local 
manufacturer- of such 


gcods-have not as yet made any ad- 
vance. They bought the raw materials 
before the; price went up and ar^ now 
making goods and selling with that ad- 
vantage In production going to the 
consumer but eventually Decatur made 
overalls wlir also be more, expensive 
than In the past. 
Many of these clothes, very necessary 


to the working man, are used, and over- 
alls are manufactured in quite large 
numbers In Decatur.

Amusements as 


Related to Religion 


By Bishop 
Geo. F. Seymour 


Bishop Seymour In a recent article 


said: 
The mistake which many make is 
that they condemn with a sentence of. 
absolute banishment certain classes of 
amusement which are often abused, it 
is true, but which 
still have their 


rightful place in the sphere of human 
relaxation and enjoyment, such an the 
drama, and 
dancing 
and specified 
games. Now, it Is obvious that these 
things which are proscribed, put -under 
the ban> as intrinsically evil are not 
In themselves evil at all. 
A story drawn out Into detail under 


the guidance of the principles of art 
and Illustrated by appropriate .scenery 
and dress Is not In itself evil. The story 
may be; vicious, and the actors may be 
lascivious in conduct but these faults 
are not .inherent In the drama; they 
are due to accidents that the play Is 
bad and the players are demoralized. 
The drama in itself Is high art; indeed, 
lays under contribution In Its success- 
ful production many departments of 
art and culture. It may be made ah 
instrument powerful for good as well 
as evil. Its principles are embodied In 
much of the teaching of the Old Testa- 
ment and of the New, and especially of 
our Lord himself. To set down the 
drama, therefore, as among the things 
which-, are essentially evil is to perplex 
the mlndVis regards the distinction be- 
tween good and evil, and thereby, en- 
da,nger the safety of all such as fall 
under this erroneous leaching. 


The danger consists in impressing 
the mind and conscience that things 
which-are not in themselves Intrinsi- 
cally bad, and are associated with'the 
best efforts of human genius, and find 
their place with his personal approval 
in God's holy 
word 
are absolutely 


wrong, and must be shunned as one 
would' avoid' cursing, and lying, and 
stealing, then confusion results, and 
when persons have been persuaded 'by 
respectable and worthy people to visit 
the theater, for example, they feel that 
they havfe committed the unpardonable 
sin, that they have crossed the Rubi- 
con of evil, and henceforth for them 
the die is cast, and they are abandon- 
ed to do evil. 
Perhaps more fruitful In Its pernic- 


ious effects Is the false teaching which 
prevails In regard to an amusement 
which Is as universal as the race of 
man, 
and which Is rooted in its at- 


tractions in the constitution of our na- 
ture. We refer to dancing. It has been 
.and Is' still, if we are 'rightfully in- 
formed* the habit of large number of 
excellent religious people'to condemn 
dancing in the severest terms of repro- 
"batlon,-and to forbid their converts to 
dance .with the same breath with which 
they forbid them to kill or steal. The 
effect of such teaching is most pernic- 
ious. It is in itself false. It pronounces 


evil what God has not cursed: nay, 
what he has recognized as an offering 
acceptable to himself, and which he has 
even commanded men to make to his 
glory and praise. 


Dancing is the poetry of motion; It 


la the expression to the eye. of what 
music conveys to the ear. It is often- 
times spantaneous and ^voluntary. 
The hand* the head, toe body, will 
without our thought or consent keep 
time with the tune which floats in 
upon us from the voice of the sweet 
singer or the notes of the instrument.

One local veterin- 
a'rlan In speaking^ of the milk sold to 
the public said that it was his opinion 
that much of the milk-was not fit for 
use, and that a large percentage of the 
cows producing the milk on the local 
market should be 
, condemned.

claims that tuberculosis 'In cows'may 
:>e conveyed to human beings through 
milk and that the disease is no un- 
common thing in this locality.

men can easily standardize the milk 
and cream they sell, and should be re- 
quired to do so. 


To G«t Results: , 


Prof. Praser stated that to secure 


results care must he exercised at every 
step of milk' production and delivery. 
In this connection he saye: • 


"Even by exercising the 'greatest care 


In the production of milk, It cannot be 
BC-cured In a commercial wa.y from the 
cow, 
germ. free. It .Is, for this reason 
that It must J)e protected from further 
contamination and kept at a low tem- 
perature during delivery and subse- 
quently, or the bacterial content will 
soon be enormous, 


"The efforts that have been made to 


Induce dairymen to use more 'sanitary 
methods In handling their milk have 
of ten .resulted In failure. One Impor- 
tant reason for this is not hard to" 
find, for milk cannot be produced un- 
der sanitary condition's as cheaply as 
In the common slovenly -manner, and 
when the price of the product Is raised, 
the consumer, not appreciating the 
value added to himself often objects 
to paying the advanced price.

It is callec 
by the natives Yan-t'ai (smoke ter- 
race), and it has considerable trade 
with the other ports of China. The 
climate Is most salubrious and as a 
result the town Is much resorted to 
by travelers from other parts of China. 
The population Is about 35,000. An Im- 
portant trade 
convention 
between 
China and Great Britain was signed 
at Chefoo in 1876. 


Seoul, which the troops of the mi- 


kado has Just occupied, is the capital 
of Korea, but from, a military point of 
view Is not considered to be an Im- 
portant strategic base. It Is. however, 
designated as the "heart pf Korea" and 
it is the ambition of 
every Korean 
gentleman to pass his life there. This 
is not the first time that Seoul and 
Ko. 
rea have been Invaded by the Japanese 
Fo- "enturies Japan has looked upon 
Korea as being 'under Its domination, 
and It was contention over this ques- 
tion that led to the Chjno-Japanese 
war of 1894, when Seoul was occupied 
by Japanese forces. In a general way 
the streets of Seoul are narrow, un- 
even and filthy in the extreme. The 
Korean capital dates from the year 
1387, and was sacked by the invading 
Manchurian forces in 1637. 


NEUTRALITY PROCLAMATION. 
The neutrality proclamation 'Issued 
by President Roosevelt Is based upon 
the "neutrality laws" passed In 18l8, 
and the principal things that' Ameri- 
cans are forbiden to do, briefly told, 
are as follows 


1. Accepting a 
commission 
With 
either belligerent on land or sea. 


2. Serving as a soldier in either army 
or as a marine on vessel of war, letter 
of marque or privateer. 


3. Hiring or retaining another to 
enlist in either, of above services. 


4. Hiring or retaining another to go 


beyond American Jurisdiction for any 
of above purposes. 


5. Said acts not to apply to citizens 


of the belligerents who may be in 
the United States and desire to enter 
service of their country. 


6. Fitting out or assisting In fitting 


out privateers. 
J. Issuing a commission to a shin 
designed for such purpose. 


8. Increasing or augmenting the 
force of any war ship of either country 
while in America by adding to or Phanr 
Ing equipment designed for purpose* 
o£ war. 


9. Setting on foot any military en- 
terprise 01 expedition to be carried nn 
from American jurisdiction. 


10. And I do hereby further declare 
and proclaim that any frequenting md 
use of the waters within the terrltoiHi 
jurisdiction of the United States by thp 
armed vessels of either belligerents 
whether public" ships or prlvteeis, for 
the purpose of preparing for hostile i 
operations or as posts of observation : 
upon the ships of war or prlvateeiK of i 
merchant vessels of the other belliger- 
ent Jylng within or being about to en- 
tei the 
iurlsdlction of the 
Uniud 
States, must be regarded as«unfrlend;v 
and offensive and In violation of that 
neutrality which It Is the determination 
of this government to observe 
TO 
the end that the hazard and Inconven- 
ience of t.uch apprehended praetkes 
may be avoided. I further proclaim 
and declare that from and after tly 
15th day of February Instant, and dur. 
Ing the continuance of the present hos. 
Unties between Japan and Russia, no 
ship of war or privateer of either bel- 
ligerent shall be permitted to make use 
of any port, harbor, 
roadstead, 
or 


waters subject to the jurisdiction of 
the United States from which a vessel 
of the other belligerent—whether the 
same, shall be a ship of war, a prha- 
teer, or a merchant ship—shall have 
previously departed until after the ex- 
piration of at least twenty-four hours 
from the departure of such last men- 
tioned beyond the jurisdiction of the 
United States. 


11. Any 
privateer or war 
ship 
which shall enter American ports after 
this will be tequlred to depart aftei 
twenty-four hours except in stress of 
weather, necessity of provisions foiJ 
subsistence of crew or for making re- 
pairs; In cither case the authorities 
may extend the time necessary, but 
when the 
requirements of the 
ship 
have been filled It shall not then re- 
main longer than twenty-four horns 
unless in the meantime a Vessel of the 
other belligerent shall have departed 
from such port. 


12. In case of several vessels 
of 
both belligerents being in port the de- 
parture of "noli shall be so regulated 
as to cause the least detention consist- 
ent with th<> proclamation,

de which may be lawfully established 
nd maintained during the war, with- 
«t Incurring the risk of hostile capture 
nd the penalties denounced by the law 
f nations In that behalf.

1»02 more than *,1«0 ftgg laying fowls 
were under test; In tha second, 1902- 
1903, 
more .than 3,100, making alto- 
gether upward of MOO birds that have 
b«en carefully watched antf their per- 
formance recorded. 


"A most instruitJv* feature of these 
record* Is the nhm*nse rang* In J*e 
cost of producing eg*»-* range; that 
runs praetfeaUy'troflt'lix cents to six 


many tables and details. The most no- 
table diffeience in exterior conditions 
Is the lower price of eggs In 1802- 
1903. 
No restrictions were placed upon 
the owners us to how the fowls w«re 
to be fed, cared for or managed. They 
were asked to-produce, by fhelr own 
unual methods, the 
greatest possible 
number ot eggs, at the lowest possible 
cost, and to report each week the kln< 
and amount of food consumed and 
the number of eggs produced. Occa- 
sional visits were made to each of the 
places and there Is every reason to be- 
lieve that the experiments were care- 
fuly conducted and the reports honest- 
ly and accurately made. 


Food Cost of One Dozen 


So far as the food post of one dozen 
eggs is. concerned th<» experiments of 
1902-1903 correspond vpry closely with 
those of 1901-1902. The average food 
cost of one dozen eggs in the 29 flocks 
for the two years was $0.177.

nformation to a Fantagrapher Cher- 
ries and Japan and European plums, 
such as Burbank, Abundance, Red June 
and Lombard and gages, and in fact all 
hat class of buds, are destroyed.

destroyed, as this soiy fruit is rarely 
ever killed by freezing. The native va- 
rieties of plums may escape, the buds 
are not yet far enough advanced to 
ndicate clearly.'

Rucaia to Extent of Supporting and 


Strengthening Czar to Limit.

Russia every possible moral and sym- 
pathetic support At the outset French 
officials and the public generally main-

growing out of the Franco-Russian

This led .some newspapers 
to assert that France was placing self 
interest .before duty and deserting her 
be»t friend In the hour of greatest need.

The French 
feeling, however, has not shown any 
wild enthusiasm in behalf Qf Russia.

Usage does not -require suck procla- 
mation and tt is held the neutral course 
of the government had been sufficient- 
lv defined by the instructions sent the 
French foieign, colonial and marine 
ministers abroad.
